CALGARY, July 4.—That Alberta-bred perchsrons won first, sec- 
ond and third prizes at the greatest livestock exhibition in the 
world, the royal show in London, England, was the information re- 
ceived by George Lane, owner of the famous Bar U ranch, Satur- 
day morning, in a cablegram from W. L. Carlyle, manager of the 
Prince of Wales’ Albert Ranch properties. 

The cablegram reuds: 

“Perfection, first; Paragon, second; Nettic third at Royal show.” 

These are the first Canadian percherons, to win at the Royal 
show, and the satisfactory feature is that both Paragon and Perfee- 
tlon are Alberta-bred stallions, and their dams were Alberta-bred. 
The three winners are all well known on the western Canada cir- 
cuit, especially Paragon and Perfection. 

The owners of the winning stalions are Hon. Alex Parker of War- 
wick, and R. F. Parker of Easton, Norwich, England.

Following the drastic action of the guards at Solan, the dispatch 
continues, all is quict there and reports from Jutogh, six miles from 
Simla, say that the detachment there remained tranquil. 

According to the dispatoh, the officers regard the whole affair as 
a development of Sinn Fein agitation and believe the prompt mea- 
sure taken to restore order will soon cause the men to settle down,

LONDON, July 4.—Fighting between 1t- 
alian and Greek troops near Ajazoluk, on 
the Aldin railroad, southeast of Smyrna, 
fe reported in a despatch to the London 
Times, from Smyrna, The despatch says 
tho Turkish Natfonalists, having penetrat- 
ed the Italiar lines, burned a railroad sta. 
tion, 

Tha Greek commander pent 4 force. to 
occupy a position within the Italian lines, 
The Italians ordered the Greeks to with- 
draw, and they refused, Thereupon the 
Italians fired and the Greeks replied, 
There were several causualiies on both 
aides,

New “National” Train Brings 
Edmonton More Directly On 
Coast to Coast Travel Route 


Famonton's attainment to the pos!- 
tion of the big centre and stopping-oft 
Place on the main line of travel be- 
tween Winnipeg and the Const was 
brought a step nearer during thie past 
week. The means towarda this end 
was the inauguration of the new wes- 
tern train, “fhe National,” which 


now gives a faster and more com- 
plete service than ever before between 


Winnipeg and Vancouver by way of 
the Alberta capital. 

This train, whic’: fs the finest upon 
the two government railways, travels 
by way of the shortest lines, taking 
the G. T. P. from the east to Edmon- 
ton and going the remainder over the 
Canadian National. The entire time 
{s cut down to 60 hours, saving being 
made both east and weet of this city 
over the old running times. 

The need for the establishment of 
‘such a service as is now in operation 
has been felt for some time owing to 
the increasing popularity of the 
routes covered by the lines. Stops 
are made only at the more important 
points and it fe the aim to serve the 
hurried business man who desires to 
rnake the quick trip, as well as the 
tourfet and pleasure seoker who has 
more time to spend at the larger 
corntres. 

New Service Popuiar 


The new time table aa it Is now In 
effect between FAmonton and Van- 
couver, has already given evidence of 
%s popularity in increasing business, 
according to Canadian National paa- 
Benger traffic officials. 

Passengers can now leave Edmon- 
ton after retiring and wake up in the 
Rockies in early morning. After a 
daylight run tfirough the mountains, 
Vancouver is reached the following 
morning, thus giving two nights and 
one day on the train. This same con- 
ition prevails on the eastward trip. 

The station of Entrance, with the 
first grim peaks seen in the distance 
% reached about breakfast time. Up 
the valley of the Athabasca and 
long Brule lake the forenoon is epent, 
the snow covered peaks growing ever 
more picturesque. Passing Jasper, 
where the train stops half an hour 
while the tourists look over the 
town, and then on ‘to Lucerne, the 
highest elevation of the line over the 
peaks, Mount Robson is reached 
whortly after 11 o'clock. At a strategic 
poim a platform has been erected 
from which passengers can view the 
majestic peak during a five-minute 
atop. 

Mount Robson, the highest and 
most imposing peak in the Canadian 
Recides, rises to an altitude of 18,087 
feet. Its apex can be seen from the 
train for some miles before it burats 
{a full view where the Grand Forks 
river enters the Fraser. 

Mt. Robson Close at Hand 


Its precipitous base is bat four and 
a half miles as the crow flies from 
Robson station. At the head of the 
Yow valley is tremendous cliffs, too 
eteep for enow to lie, rise up 10,000 
feet, crowned wit a gnowy pyramid. 
The peak rises majestically, cliff on 
cilff, for over 7,000 feet above Berg 
Leake, to its summit, where the vapors 
ef the Pacific gather nearly every day 
fn the year. The snow clings to the 
steep side of the upper peak in long 
ribbons quite to the crest; gathering 
below, it forms a neve, whic: pushes 
out and divides into two etreams of 
ice that fall and slip down the steep

tnclines for nearly a mile. The great 
black portion of the mountain in the 
centre is called Rearguard, which 
rises dark and massive above Berg 
Iake. Beyond this, on the lefi, is the 
enormous main glacier, literally a 
flowing river of ice, reaching for over 
turee miles back to Mount Robson and 
the unbroken snow slope of Mount 
Resplendent (altitude 11,000 feet). 
The water coming from the ice caves 
of the main glacier flows chiefly into 
Berg Lake and thé Grand Forks, but 
& emaller part reaches Lake Adolphus 
and Smoky River, a tributary of the 
ackenzie River. Thus, as one gazes 
on this wonderful ecene, one can se¢ 
the ‘ieadwaters of streams from the 
same glacier flowing on their way to 
both the Arctic and Pacific oceans. 
Words convey little idea of the magni- 
ficence of Mount Robson. Perhaps 
the best descripjion is that of Milton 
and Cheadle in their search for the 
“Nortaiwest Passage by Land,” as they 
saw it from the Fraser River: 


“On every side the snowy heads of 
mighty hills crowded round, whilst 
immediately behind us a giant of 
giants, and immeasurably supreme, 
rose Robson's Peak. his magnificent 
mountain is of conical form, glacier 
clothed and rugged. When we first 
caught sight of it a siroud of mist 
partially enveloped the summit, but 
this presently rolled away, and we 
saw its upper portion dimmed by a 
necklace of light, feathery clouds, be- 
yond which $ts pointed apex of ice 
glittering in the morning sun shot up 
far into the blue heaven above to a 
Neight of probably 10,000 or 165,000 
feet.” 

Shortly after passing Mount Rob- 
son, the Canadian National in its 
more southerly course breaks away 
from the Grand Trunk Pacific, A 
number of beautiful waterfalls are 
seen close to the railway, while there 
is mugnificent scenery along the val- 
ley of the Cagpe river, which is 
reached siortly after noon by the new 
running gchedule. 

Passing Blue River, which is the 
next divisional point after Lucerne, 
the North Thompson, along which the 
railway runs, narrows and increases 
{n velocity racing for a number of 
miles along a canyon, second only to 
that of the Fraser river, farther 
south, 
Through this district there appeara 
to be very, little arable land but 
farther south from Chu Chua on to 
Kamaoops there are many well tilled 
farms and fine herds. Just norti. of 
Kamloops some of the finest fruits 
and vegetables are being raised where 
the Jand is irrigated, . 

Night Run Along Fraser 
By thé time Kamioops is reached 
it is growing dark. The night run is 
along the Fraser, and Vancouver is 
reached at 9 o'clock, in time to make 
connections with tae morning boats 
for Victoria, Seattle and other points. 
The train eastward leaves at & p.m.; 
arrives at Kamloops at 6.02 a.m., Jas- 
per at 7.30 p.m. and Edmonton at 
7.10 a.m.

Legend,” ‘Praise Ye the Lord,” by

Pacem” ‘by Turner, in the afternoon, 
and a Bach fugue “Sing Ye to the 
Lord at Night.” These are all very 
lovely conmydsitiong and ‘taxed the 
capacity of the choir.

“Vogue of Sweaters 1 


Still Increasing | 
ak 


When ts a @wenter not a sweater? The 
answer is when it is a waist, and the 
seeming endless variety of them are in- 
creasing wvery day. It is true that the 
Sweater is, or they are for most women 
have more than one, increasingly surprin- 
ing parts of our present day wardrobe 


It is what the old time jersey used to be, 
It 1s more thmn that. It is the very cloak 
of charity itself. For it has come to be 
an accepted part of modern clothing that 
no woman is without. We accept it as 
We accept hats or gloves. Indeed, we wear 
sweaters rather oftener than we do gloves 
in these days of flexible fashion and high 
priced kid. 

So the sweater is with us a permanent 
part of our clothing accessories, and it is 
indeed more than an accessory. ‘Lhe other 
day a woman went shopping—to buy, as 
she said, half » dozen sweaters to cover 
her summer clothes needs. She had a 
couple of interesting separate skirts, one 
A Scotch plaid, one of a silk of a new 
creped weave in a silvery blue shade, With 
suitable sweaters and with white wash 
skirts she expected to be dressed from 
getitng up time unti) dinner time without 
more ado. A few slnyle wash blouses and 
some other vests of washable matertal 
and the thing was done, She fastened the 
vests on washable net bodices to which 
shields could be sewed and wore them un- 
der the sweaters. And there she was, as 
dainty, comfortable and guitable as she 
could wish, 

There aro so many variations of the 
regulation sweater this year that it is hard 
to tell where the sweater ends and the 
blouse begins; where, on the other hand, 
the awenter begins and the scarf ends, 
For on the one hand the sweater approxi- 
mates the blouse, and on the other tfe 
scarf almost serves the purpose of the 
sweater. But it is not until a garment 
bas reached this stage of development that 
{t really becomes an indispensible and 
tremendously useful phing. , 

It is when the sweater is made of silk 
that it looks like a blouse—made of silk 
in slip-on style and perhaps embroidered 
or embellished with knitted ‘wool lace. 
This, of course, {s partly the fault of the 
new blouses, Many of them have evolved 
or devolved, into almost sweater-like sim- 
plicity. But true it 1s, whatever the reasoa 
that some of the new silk eweaters are 
confused with some of the new slip-on out- 
side blouses, Only a clever saleswoman 
knows which {s which, aud we must take 
her word for the difference, It 1s arbitrary. 

On the other hand, the scarf that an- 
swers the purposes of a stveater is quite 
as usual. It is a glorified scarf, made 
often with long pocketed ends, belted in 
around the walet, sometimes even with ex- 
tensions that go over the hips, It all 
came abeut from what we called Beach 
scarfs a coupl@of years ago—those useful 
soft scarfs, wide and long, made of angora. 
They were amplified and increased and 
minipulated until they took unto them- 
selves some of the attributes and most of 
the uses of the sweater. Perhaps the one 
difference between the sweater and the 
scarf is that th scarf must be worn over 
a blouse, whereas half the time the sweat- 
er ig worn in place of the blouse. 

The sweater this summer Is made of 
three materials—silk, wool and cotton. The 
cotton is of the mercerized sort, usually, 
and the mercerized cotton ones are often 
crocheted in filet stitch, Moreover, these 
cotton sweaters are usually made in Nght 
shades of blue, pink and lavender, 

‘As for the silk sweaters—and they are 
ever increasingly expensive to make, for 
the allk keeps going up in price--they are 
made in all colors, from pure white to all 
black. Then, of course, they are made in 
Diack and white and in colors trimmed 
with black or white.

‘This sort of sweat- 
er bas a belt or a girdle that holds the 
sweater in at the waist or hips, and of 
course, as the collar rolls far back, the 
fronts of the sweater never come together, 
It is an exceedingly graceful gort of gar- 
ment, quite one of the best that we bave 
ever had. Sometimes this sort of collar 
ig knitted in blocks forming a checker 
board pattern, in one color, however, 
in two,

LARGE SUPPLY 
OF VEGETABLES 
AT THE MARKET 


Exceptional Quantities Offered 
Public at Rice 8t—Demand 
Very Good 


The supply of fresh vegetables on the 
Rice street market on Saturday morning 
was exceptionally large and the demand 
was very good. All the market stalls 
were occupied and vendors who did not 
get on the market early enough were 
offering produce from the back of their 
wagons. Rhubarb and radishes were of- 
fered in very large quantities and one 
Gardener, A. Pollard, from Namao, was 
offering new turnips. These were the 
first turnips that were offered this sea- 
ton. 

The 72nd etreet gardens had a eplendid 
showing of summer radishes, lettuce and 
cucumbers, ‘The 92nd street gardens were 
offering spinach, rhubarb and onions, H. 
A. Taylor, had a good display of cut 
flowers and says that he expects to be 
offering strawberries by next week. The 
Ross Flats gardens were offering a good 
line of bedding plants and house plants, 
The Magee gardens also had a good line 
of bedding plants as welt as house plants. 
The South Park gardens bad some very 
choice spring onions, as well as rhubarb, 
ete. The Cruxton gardens had a good 
ine of vegetables and were offering a 
small quantity of mushrooms. The Klon- 
dyke gardens had some very choice cu- 
cumbers and spinach. They also had a 
good line of radishes, etc. The Stanley 
Park were offering parsley, radishes and 
rhubarb, The &2nd street gardens had a 
good showing of fresh vegetables as well 
as potatoes, beets, turnips, ete. The Eon- 
nie Doon French gardens had their usual 
large supply of bedding plants and let- 
tuce, 


Rhubarb Prices Decline 


The rhubarb season is now in full swing 
and vendors are beginning to lower their 
prices. Last week this commodity was 
selling at four pounds for 25 cents, and 
this week some were selling as low as six 
pounds for 25 cents. The radishes were 
heaped up on the market etalls in piles 
ranging from one hundred to five hundred 
pounds, The quality of the radishes 9f- 
fered wan exceptionally good and there 
was nothing lacking in size. Most dealers 
were selling radishes at three bunc#es for 
ten cents. Leaf lettuce was offered in 
smaller quantities than for the last three 
or four weeks and was selling for four 
bunches for 26 cents, Head lettuce which 
was of a very good quality was offered 
at 10 cents per bunch or three ounces 
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for 26 cents. Spinach wae selling at six 
bunches for 25 cents. Cucurobers were of- 
fered by four or five dealers and were 
selling at various prices ranging from 
20 to #0 cents each, depending upon the 
size, Mushrooms were offered at 50 cents 
per pound. 
Twe Tons of Potatoes Offered 

There were aproximpately two tons of 

otatoes offered but the damand for this 
commodity was fairly light. Most dealers 
were asking $2.50 per bushel and some 
even more, but by the sales made there 
was every indication that there would be 
entting of prices before the day was over. 
Stored beets were selling at three pounds 
for 25 cents, and turnips at 5 cents per 
pound. Turnips and beets were only of- 
fered by one vendor and the demand was 
only fair, — 

Butter and eggs were offered by fifteen 
or twenty vendors, mostly farmers, and, 
aithough the demand was only normal, 
none of them had to cut prices to get rid 
of their supplies. Eggs were selling at 
GO cents. Some butter was selling at 45 
cents, however, most of the denlers were 
getting 60 cents. The quality of the but- 
ter was very good. 

A few farmers were offering dressed 
poultry. In all about two dozen were 
were in evidence and these were in fair 
demand at 40 cents per pound, Two or 
three dozen chickens were offered at 


$1.50 each. 


DESTRUCTION OF 
ST. JOHN’S CITY 
BARELY AVERTED 


8T. JOHNS, NFLUD., July 4—The de- 
struction of St. John’s city by forest fires 
was barely averted yesterday by energetic 
action on the part of the authorities, sup- 
lemented by a heavy downpour of rain.

The Plain Issue, 


Tho ‘‘Irish Parliament’’ met in 
Dublin recently, in secret session, 
and cabled Mr. De Valera that the | 
Irish republic is now established | 
“in fact and law.’’ The spectacle | 
of an established republic whose} 
parliament meets in secret lest the’ 
members be placed under arrest, | 
and whose president is residing in 
a foreign country for the same} 
reason, is perhaps as curious as) 
any of the striking developments 
of the Irish question. 

There are now two bodies in 
Treland claiming supreme govern- 
ing powers, and exercising them 
so far as possible. The situation 
is one that cannot continue. A| 
clash is bound to come, and that 
not in the way only of faction 
fights or local riots, but of a gen- 
eral struggle between the British 
authorities and the republicans. 
That it will end without wholesale | 
bloodshed, and great hardship and 
destruction of property is to be 
hoped, but scarcely expected. On 
the one hand stands the British 
Government, undoubtedly backed 
by public opinion in England and 
Scotland and among the Irish 
Unionists, declaring that it will 
not permit the setting up of an in- 
dependent government in the 
island; on the other is the Sinu 
Fein organization, aggressively ac- 
tive in every corner of Ireland,| 
with the sympathy it is supposed | 
of the majority of the people in 
Ireland, proclaiming that an in- 
dependent government has al- 
ready been set up, and that the 
British forces have no more busi- 
ness in the country than the Ger. 
mans had in Belgium. The only 
answer to a calculation of that 
kind appears to be war,
